Only twenty- 
four hours before the walkout the packers were 
told that the strike was imminent—in fact had 
been called, They were notified to this effect in » 
letter received on the afternoon of Sees July 


11. 
Employers Ofter Arbitration, 


A reply was given to this letter at once. It was 
in the hands of the officers of the union three hot 
after they had sent their statement. In it the 
employers offered to submit all differences, includ- 
ing wages, hours, and conditions, to arbitration. 

President Donnelly replied offhand to this prope- 
sition with the declaration that it had come too 
late. The strike ady had been ordered in all 
packing centers. must be concluded that war, 
not peace, was desired. Arbitration, so much 
lauded since then, was u ingly rejected. 

Notwithstanding this rebuff, the packers entered 
into conferences with the union men in a few days. 
They were still willing to let the adjustment of 
troubles go to arbitration, agreeing to take back 
as many of the strikers as possible in the order in 
which they sought for their former positions. 

A demand arose all over the country, from the 
press, the pulpit, and from prominent citizens that 
the strike be settled. Donnelly was forced to yleld 
to the pressure and to consent to arbitration. 


Agreement Made and Broke 


An agreement was made after a week. it was 
considered fair to both sides. It was nearly as fa- 
vorable to the men as the proposition of the’ pack- 
ers before the strike. Former employés were to 
be taken back as rapidly as possible, and sass points 
in dispute were to be arbitrated. 

While this first strike was in prcgress, hidéee, 
the cattle butchers met and decided on a\plan of 
action” independent of that adopted by the general 
officers of the organization. They voted that if all 
of their members were not immediately reinstated 
none would’ return. The agreement provided o 
erwise, but the butchers resolved to disregard 
and to be bound only by the arbitrary course they * 
had decided on. 

On the Friday morning when the former em- 
ployés were to return under the agreement the 
butchers carried out their policy. They deliberate- 
ly broke the agreement. When President Don- 
nelly was tcld of this he ordered the sebond strike, 

sanctioning the breach of contract and 


the whole struggle. 
Hurried Conferences "Called, 


Hurried conferences were called. The men asked 
that all members of the union be reinstated within 

a few days. They had asked this after the first 
cictiaks and it had taken a week for the employers 
to convince them it was impossible. 
In what light would the packers regard a con- 
tract with the butcher workmen after these 
events? What argument could the union leaders 
pdduce in favor of such @ contract or in favor of 
arbitration? 
| The packers had : with the carwork- 
ere and some other labor Organizations by which 
‘the men were bound morally not to strike. Yet 
when the butcher workmen were seen to be so in 
ithe wrong that they could not enforce their de- 
mands, these contract-bound workmen laid down 
their tools in sympathetic strikes. Again the 
agreement, now so stoutly contended for, was will- 
fully. torn up.. 

Employers’ Attitude to Unions. 

_ No one truthfully nytt that the owners of the 
plants have opposed trade unions. They never 
asked their employés as to their affiliation with 
labor organizatiops or with any associations. 
They knew when the various unions were being 
formed in their plants, and they did not in the 
least attempt to prevent their formation. 

In evidence of the entire righteousness of the 
contentions of the employers, it is to be said that 
many of the leaders of organized labor of national 
‘reputation censure the butchers. The repeated 
‘preaches of faith have been recogmized. It has 
‘been acknowledged that the cause of peaceful 
settlements of labor disputes and of fair dealing 
between ‘and employé has been seriousiv 
‘injured. 

In conctusion, it cannot be stated tdo strongly 
that the packers will not enter into any agreement 
with the butchers. Experience has proved that

Minister Leishman Holds Sultan Per- 
sonally Responsible for Change. 


[BY CABYE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
~ CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 21.—The sultan 
has repudiated the verbal pledges made to 
the United States ten days ago, and the de- 
mands of the American government for equal 
treatment with other nations are no. nearer 
a settlement than they were before the Amer- 
| ican fleet had orders to go to Smyrna, 
The negotiations must be reopened, and it 
is predicted that the porte will raise fresh 
diffitulties before the demands of the United 


States are granted. 


Turkey Repudiates Pledges. 
| ‘Last Monday the Turkish government 
handed United States Minister Leishman a 
note practically repudiating the 
pledges already made. 

Within twelve hours Minister Cotghenint 
note in reply was handed to the porte. 

In this note Mr. Leishman holds the gov- 
ernment to its solemn undertaking, coming 
direct from the sultan, respecting equal 
treatment with other nations for the United 
States, concerning the question of educa- 
tional institutions. 


Holds Sultan ‘Responsible. 

This allusion to the imperial pledge ap- 
parently embarrassed the porte, which had 
previously announced that it would ignore 
the formal verbal assurances which Minister 
Leishman declared he had received. 

Notwithstanding the assertion by Izzet 
Pasha, secretary of the palace, that $25,000 
had been deposited as compensation due to an 
American citizen at Smyrna for land illegally 
taken, no such deposit has yet been made. 


Slender Diplomatic Triumph. 

LONDON, Aug. 22, 3 a. m.—The Constan- 
tinople correspondent of the Standard con- 
#siders that the diplomatic triumph of the 
United States. in the matter of that govern- 
ment’s ‘demand - upon Turkey rests upon a 
slender - - foundation and proceeds to give in 
detail the developments already announced. 

The Standard correspondent says that the 
council of ministers tkrice recommended 
yielding to the American demand, but that 
the sultan absolutely declined to agree to this 
step. 

This attitude is emphasized, says the cor- 
respondent, by the fact that the suktan did 
not receive Minister Leishman in audience 
after Friday's selamlik, as it had ae ex- 
pected he would.

CHICKEN SOUP —A _ fowl carefully 


} dressed, stuffed with celery, mushrooms, or 


any substance not likely to cloud the broth, 
is simmered until tender in enough water to 
cover it entirely, with a palatable seasoning 
of salt and pepper. The broth is never al- 
lowed to boil, only to bubble, and the chicken 
is penetrated with the flavor of its season- 
ings and becomes extremely tender. The 
soup is strained and freed from fat before 
it is served, and the chicken forms the basis 
of another dish. 

RICE AND FISH SOUP—This is made 
from any fresh fish, freed from skin and 
bones, cut in small scallops, washed, and 
dried in a soft cloth. Half a cup of rice is 
boiled tender in four quarts salted water, 
pepper, and the fish just whitened in it be- 
fore serving, piping hot..- About one pound 
solid fish will make this soup. 

PORK WITH LILY BUDS—In trade cir- 
cles lily buds are known as golden needles, 
and they are to be had of Chinese dealers. 


' Two pounds of pork are freed from fat and 


bone and the crackling is set aside for other 
dishes, while the residue is cooked for twen- 
ty minutes, with a handful of dried lily buds, 
in four quarts of broth, made by boiling the 


bones are strained out before using the pork 
scallops and lily buds, and the broth is sea- 
soned to taste with pepper and salt. 


FRESH PORK SOUP—Two pounds lean 
fresh pork are cut in small pieces and boiled 
tender in four quarts water with the bones 
and a palatable seasoning of salt and pepper. 
Twenty minutes before serving add a point 
of fresh scallops, three minutes before serv- 
ing put in a head of crisp lettuce, cut in 
small strips, and send it to the table extreme- 
ly hot. Dried lettuce leaves are used when 
no frésh vegetable is in season. \ | : 

FISH SANS BONES—By splitting the skin 
down the middle of the back and working 
patiently with the aid of a sharp thin knife, 
following the grain of the fish, the entire skin 
is removed with but a few breaks, the head 
remaining intact and the spine being dis- 
jointed at the neck. All the bones are re- 
jected, the flesh chopped fine and seasoned 
with salt, pepper, and soy, or any sauce 
preferred. This minced fish is replaced with- 
in-the skin, which is sliced to hold it, and it 
is then baked from twenty minutes to an 
hour, according to its size, and served with 
the gravy in the pan poured over it. 

LOBSTER AND EGGS—This is excellent. 
The flesh of a large lobsier is cut in slices 


and fried for five minutes, with two small 


onions and quarter of a pound of salt pork 
chopped. After seasoning highly with salt 
and pepper stir in four eggs, beaten for a 
moment, and finish the dish like scrambied 
eggs. 

BLACK BASS, STRIPED BASS, OR 
ROCKFISH—Cut in two inch slices, free 
from skin and bone, wash, dry. on a soft 
cloth, and fry brown in an inch of lard or 
oil made hot over a moderate fire. The fish 
is kept hot while the sauce is made by first 


| browning two large spoonfuls of wine and 


then two of dry flour in the hot fat, then add- 
ing the same measure of green ginger, sliced, 
milled millet seed or wheat, fried in one 
spoon hot butter, an ounce of dried lettuce 
root and lily buds soaked in cold water, 
enough butter to make a sauce of the proper 
consistency, with a palatable seasoning of 
sait and pepper, which is poured in a dish 
and the fish served upon it. 

STEWED CHICKEN—The chicken which 
was boiled in the soup is cut into bits suit- 
able for use with chop sticks, the skin also 
being chopped into bits. A:little onion. fine- 
ly minced, is fried in lard or oil, the chicken 
browned with it, then two tablespoons flour 
are browned and added also. Celery, aspar- 


preferred vegetable is cut small and added, 
together with enough broth or port wine to 
make a good sauce, which is seasoned with 
salt and pepper, boiled well, and then served 
with the scallops of chicken. 

STEWED CHICKEN IL.—Split a tender 
fowl down the breast and back after care- 
fully removing all feathers and singeing it. 
Lay it flat in a pan, breaking the joints to 
flatten them, put over it just enough broth 
and port wine to cover it, and gently stew it, 
while a sauce is made by browning a tea- 
spoon chopped onions in a little oil, adding 
one tablespoon flour-and browning ‘it, then 
adding also one cup chopped celery and green 
lettuce, and, if available, one- ounce. each 
dried lily buds and lettuce root soaked in cold 
water. Enough broth and port.wine is used 
to make a pleasant sauce; which, is to be sea- 
soned with salt and pepper;.the’ chicken is to 
be simmered in this sauce until it is tender, 
and then cut in two inch bits with a sharp 
cleaver, and serve -hot with the sauce upon it. 

GALANTINE OF DUCK—This resembles 
the French fried turkey, the forcemeat being 
composed of mushrooms, chestnuts, peanuts, 
hard boiled eggs, minced duck, and a high 
seasoning of salt and pepper, and sewed 
within. the body after the bones are re- 
moved, The galantine is steamed instead of 
being boiled like the French dish, thereby en- 
hancing the flavor. It is served hot with 
the indispensable soy.
